Stock of The World and Post- 
Dispatch Left in Trust for 
Sons-and Their Male Issue. 
Gift of $1,000,000 for Schoo} 
of Journalism Is Ratified. 


New York, November 18.—The terms 
of the will of Joseph Pulitzer, which 
will be filed for probate tomorrow, 
were made public tonight. Its con- 
spicuous features are the ratification 
of the gift of $1,000,000 to Columbia 
university for the estabiishment of a 
school of journalism and also the rati- 
fication of an additional $1,000,000 for 
the same purpose, subject to certain 
conditions which if not complied with 
by Columbia before the amount is 
paid over, will result in the sum going 
to Harvard university, one-half of it 
for a school of journalism and one- 
half for mary unusual prizes and 
scholarships set forth in the will. «+

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UF COTTON BEARS 


Wickersham's Knowledge 
Confined to the Colton Bulls 


He Is Questioned by Congress- 
man Aiken About Men Who 
Depress the Price of Cotton. 
Wickersham, in Reply, Says 
He Knows Nothing of Bears. 


Washington, November 13,—Respond.- 
ing to a request by Representative 
Aiken, of South Carolina, that the 
federal government undertake the 
prosecution of “bears” who it is al- 
leged, are engaged in depressing the 
price of cotton to the financial detri- 
ment of the southern producer, Attor- 
ney General Wickersham frankly ad- 
mits he does not understand the work- 
ings of a “bear pool” or how much a 
combination could operate in restraint 
of commeréee. 

In correspondence made public to- 
day it is stated by the attorney gen- 
eral that he has no tangible evidence 
of the existence of any such pool and 
requests Mr. Aiken to furnish him 
information he may 
have indicating a combination formed 
for the purpose of depressing. the 
price of the south’s great staple, The 
government’s future course in connec- 
tion with ail corners, Mr. Wickersham 
intimates, will. be governed largely 
by the decision of the supreme court 
of the United States in the pending 
case against “bulls” charged with cor- 
nering coiton to increase the price. 

“if the court shail decide the essen- 
tial question involved,’ he says, “ana 
not let the case go off on a technical 
matter OL pieauing, we May have some 
light which will be of aid*in the en- 
foreement of the law against other 
combinations of a like character.’ 

Mr. Aiken declares that if the gov- 
ernment had the legal right to pro- 
ceed against a combination of specu- 
lators whose purpose was to force up 
the price of cotton, it has the same 
legal right to prosecute a combination 
seeking to depress the price of the 
same commodity, 

“It is certain,” he added, “that ‘bear’ 
pressure on Wall street has forced a 
decline of fully 3 cents per pound in 
the present market, thereby robbing 
the south of approximately $105,000,00uU 
and giving it to foreign spinners. This 
decline has been brougnt about by the 
bear element overseliing the market, 
publishing false or misleading state- 
ments and combining to Keep buyers 
out of the market.” 

The attorney general agrees with 
Mr. Aiken on the genera! proposition 
that, if cornering a product which is 
dealt in interstate commerce for the 
purpose of increusing its price is il- 
legal, simiiar cornering for the purpose 
of depressirg the price likewise 
jllegai.

BLOW IS DEALT 
PICTURE SHOWS 


By Supreme Court Decision 
Regarding Scenes From 
Copyrighted Books. 


Washington, November 13.—Moving 
picture show promoters received a blow 
oday when the supreme court of the 
Jnited States decided that moving 
wictures based on the sceneg of a 
copyrighted book, may constitute an, 
infringement of the copyright on the 
book or the reserved rights to dram- 
atize, 

The court’s decision was announced 
in a contest over the copyright of 
General Lew Wallace's famous book, 
“Ben Hur.’ ‘The copyright was owned 
by Harper & Brothers, book publish- 
ers. This company granted to Kiaw 
& Erlanger, of New York, the sole 
right of producing a dramatization of 
the story. 

It appeared that the Kalem Com- 
pany employed a writer to read the 
story and write a description of cer- 
tain portions of it and that from this 
a moving picture film was produced. 
The federal courts of New York held 
that the Kaleem Company was a con- 
tributory infringer, not of the cupy- 
righted book or drama, but on the 
author’s exclisive right to dramatize 
his writings and publicly to perform 
that dramatization. The Kalem Con- 
pany was énjoined from continuing to 
produce or sell the films. 

The supreme court today affirmed 
this action in an opinion by Justice 
Holmes,

This interval between registration 
and elections is, as The Constitution has pointed out, far greater 
than that imposed by any other state in the union. The only merit 
of the system is to afford free play for political juggling, and to 
disfranchise white voters right and left—an achievement already 
marked to its credit. , 

At its last session the general assembly was forced to attempt: 
to mitigate the evils of this bunglesome and indefensible law, in 
order that voters might participate at all in the special guberna- 
torial election now approaching.

Only Clemency or Reprieve by 
Gov. Mann Can Save 


Virginian. 


Richmond, Va., November 12.—By re- 
fusing today to grant an appeal in the 
case of Henry Clay Beattie, Jr., con- 
victed in Chesterfield county, Septem- 
ber 8 for the murder of his wif , the 
Virginia supreme court took away 
from .the condemned man his last hope 
of escaping execution on November 24 
unless Governor Mann should inter- 
fere. 

While declining tonight to comment 
on the’ court’s ruling, Governor Mann 
announced that he will issue a state- 
ment tomorrow after a conference with 
3eattie’s lawvers, who are saill fight- 
ing desperately in his behalf. There is 
a bare possibility inat the governor 
will grant a brief respite. 

Contrary to the expectation of law- 
yers generally, the supreme court filed 
no written opinion giving its reason 
for refusing an appeal. In the pres- 
ence of the entire court, Chief Justice 
James saeith made this olficial state- 
ment to the clerk: 

“Inthe Beattic case, the court, being 
of opinion that the judgment of the 
lower court is plainly right, doth re- 
fuse the petition for a writ of error.” 

Seventeen bills of exceptions were 
filed with the higher court by Beattie’s 
counsel.

The Georgia railroad commission 
reopened the hearing of the petition of 
the Georgia Railway and Power Com- 
pany, asking the right to issue bonds 
and stocks Monday morning, in order, 
that certain points might be made 
more clear to the members, and that 
those who wished to be heard could 
do sv. 

Jack Spalding, attorney for the 
pany, appeared for the petitioners. 
Bernard Suttler, of Atlanta, appeared 
in person to protest against the grant- 
ing of the petition. His reasons for 
objecting were general rather than 
specific, and he devoted a good deal of 
his time to what he termed the “har- 
monious silence of the press” on the 
subject of the proposed bond issue. 
Mrs. Helen D. Longstreet, of Geines- 
ville, and Mrs. Minnie K. Moody sub- 
mitted written protests.

the Grand, Robert Mantel! and his 
capable company of players last night 
presented “Julius Caesar” in a fashion 
so compelling that little was left to 
be desired by even the most critical 
of ShakeSperian scholars, 

And the audience was composed al- 
most exclusively of men and women 
who have studied Shakespeare long 
and well, One saw in the assemblage 
men of the professions ranging from 
the law to pedagogy, and women who 
seldom ever attend the theater save 
on occasions when some immortal 
tragedy or comedy of the world’s mas- 
ter mind of dramatic literature is be- 
ing presented. Save the presence of 
many young school girls still in their 
teens, a majority haa seen the greatest 
exponents of Shakespeare of the past 
twenty-five or thirty years, They 
came prepared to enjoy, but at the 
same time to be critical if need be. 
The popular verdict of those who last 
night saw Mr. Mantell for the first 
time was that he is the peer of any 
English speaking actor of the present 
day enacting Shakespearian roles. 

Mr. Mantell is, in very truth, an 
actor, of rare ability. Endowed by 
nature with a splendid physique which 
the advancing years has touched but 
lightly, of a commanding stage pres- 
ence, he reads his lines with intelli- 
gence and a rare degree of attention to 
the finer shadings upon which so much 
depends. His great mellow voice, 
which at times resembles the tones of 
a deep base viol, is one of his con- 
spicuous assists. He uses it wisely and 
well. At no time is he betrayed into 
letting it give utterance to tones purely 
theatric and meaningless which appeal 
so dearly to the unintelligent who 
who like to see Shakespeare's produc- 
tions rendered in a fuss and feathers 
fashion which serves no purpose save 
the shocking of eardrums, His con- 
ception of Brutus is sane, and his 
handling of the role is simplicity per- 
sonified. There is that of naturalness 
in the character which wins for it 
sympathy and respect. 

However, it must be said that as 
Brutus Mr. Mantell is not seen at his 
best. This ig in the very nature of 
things. The role is not one which 
gives his splendid talents sufficient 
scope. His Lear and Macbeth are far 
finer creations. 

As a whole Mr. Mantell’s company is 
an excellent one—far more capable 
than the company with which most 
stars surround themselves. 

Fritz Leiber, in the character of 
Mark Anthony, shares honors with 
Mr Mantell.

The power which labor holds 
within its grasp is understood by our 
opponents perhaps better than many 
of the toilers. The fact is that labor’s 
opponents, like the tories of the past, 
many of whom are still with us, are 
afraid to trust the people. 

“With power jin the hands of labor 
and of the people generally comes a 
quickening sense of responsibility. 
And though errors are liable to occur,’ 
they bring experience, and an avoid- 
ance of recurrence. The errors or en- 
croachments of the few or of an auto- 
crat teach them no lessons and are 
rectified only by the people's revolt, 


People Taking Over Power. 


“Labor’s contentions of many years 
have become merged, or have rather 
co-ordinated with those of the pro- 
gressive of all parties, The people as 
a whole, irrespective of class, condi- 
tion, calling or partisan alignment, 
have declared for freedom in fact, 
and not merely in name. They are 
taking affairs political into their own 
hands, They will no longer tolerate: 
the sale of legislation to the highest 
bidder or the granting of franchises to 
the richest bribe giver, 

“In lieu of the political boss and his 
machine, we shall have leadership of 
intelligence, pleading for public jus- 
tice, with adherents proportioned in 
number to the strength of the argu- 
ments, The stuffed ballot box, the 
false count and the perjured election 
returns will likewise disappear. - With 
these opportunities, with these stim- 
ulacinge inducements to free thought 
action, the cause of public justice 
be advanced in all directions. La- 
acting from the point of enlight- 
ened self-interest and vet with a full 
sense of responsibility respecting the 
just rights of all others in society, will 
manfully and patriotically meet its en- 
larged responsibilities. 

Ballot Has Nét Protected Labor. 

“Under the prevailing system of cut 
and dried platforms and slated nomi- 
nations, preceded by fake primaries, 
the ballot in our hands has not been, 
in any adequate sense, either a pro- 
tecting shield against wrong or a 
means of redress, We may not for 
some time be entirely rid of the rule 
of parties. If they be an evil, they are 
such as are incident to all govern- 
ments based on popular suffrage. I 
deem it unwise, or rather impolitic, to 
waste our energies now in efforts to 
abolish political parties. Perhaps they 
are institutional in all free govern- 
ments. But if we cannot now destroy 
them we may, by more assiduous and 
regular exercise of our privileges and 
rights of citizenship, do much in the 
way of controlling them. 

“Under existing conditions, we must 
obtain various measures of legislation 
at the hands of dominant parties in 
legislative bodies, and if party affairs 
are to remain in the hands of cor- 
porate agents and corrupt bosses, as

“If the men were jncorporated acting 
under a single head, and the money 
distributed among many 
tirely 4isorganized, the power of con- 
trol bemg entirely with the men,” it 
would scarcely be human for them to 
give money its full part of the division. 

Organizations Are Essential,

TO GO TO JAIL IF NECESSARY 


Asserting that neither himself nor 
his associates will develop a “yellow 
streak,” in their fight against the or- 
der of Justice Wright sending them to 
jail for contempt of court, President 
Samuel Gompers, of the American Fed. 
eration of Labor, declared in his speech 
at the Auditorium yesterday morning 
that he and Secretary Frank Morrison 
and John M. Mitchell, of. the United 
Mine Workers, will go to jail if nec- 
essary for the cause which they be- 
lieve to be right. " 

President Gompers and his tWo asso- 
ciates were enjoined by Justice Wright 
from urging a boycott of the Buck 
Stove Range Company and when they 
declined to observe the injunction were 
sentenceq to twelve, six and nine 
months, respectively, in jail. The de- 
cision is now held up pending an ap- 
peal for a rehearing. 

In the Cause of Right. 

“None of us wish to go to jail,” said 
President Gompers, “but jf we have it 
to do all we can say ig that other and 
perhaps better men have gone to jail 
before in the cause of right. 

“Justice Wright imagined that he 
was going to crush the labor movement 


or break our spirit and he has done 


neither. This case reminds me of 4 


story of Joel Chandler Harris about’ 
Brer Rabbit and the ‘Tar Baby’. and’ 
you know that every time the rabbit! 
hit the ‘baby’ he got stuck that much|! 
tighter. 

“We deny the right of any judge to 
issue an injunction against us keeping 
us from doing what the constitution 
fives us a right to do. Our protest is 
against the assumption of jurisdiction. 
There are no property rights in a man 
and no injunction should Le issued un- 
less property rights are involved. If 
any labor man is charged with a crime 
an indictment should be lodged against 
him and he should be tried by a jury 
of his fellow countrymen. 

“Throughout the world there is a' 
feeling of unrest and discontent and a, 
demand for a better and broader con-| 
ception of justice. We see it in the 
recent transition in Mexico ang in the | 
recent present upheaval in China. Or- 
ganized labor is but the heir and the 
continuation of that protest. 

“The iabor movement is going on in 
spite of the bitterest and most relent- 
less opposition. The labor movement: 
is not here to stay—~-it is here to keep 
a0ing, tor it is composed of men and 
women with red. blood in their veins 
who have come to understand what the 
Declaration of Independence means.” 
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heretofore, then our interests will be 
imperilled and the desired relief re- 
tarded, po matter which party has the 
majority.” | 
Contempt Proceedings. 


Mr. Gompers refers very. briefly to 
the contempt of court proceedings 
against Vice President John Mitchell, 
Secretary Morfison and himself, which 
are still pending before the courts in 
the District of Columbia.

The Wilson bill, now pending in 
congress, a so-called anti-injunction 
measure, which has the support of 
labor, is warmly endorsed, and Presi- 
dent Gompers calls upon all organized 
labor to work for its early passage. 
Mr. Gompers expresses the belief that 
by united action the Wilson bfll may 
be passed at the next session, and he 
expresses the opinion that even should 
it be vetoed by President Taft, a great 
victory would be partly won. He de- 
clared labor could expect little volun- 
tary help from the president on the 
anti-injunction legislation. _ 

To the subject of immigration, much 
of the report is addressed. Several 
plans are preposed for “bringing the 
migratory jaborer into the ranks of 
organized labor. Further restriction 
of immigration is deemed necessary 
and schemes of distribution of imm}i- 
grants are discussed. 

“Turn which way we may, the 
invariably confronts us, in our C€n- 
deavor to ameliorate the lot of the 
laborers now in America, that there 
must be a restriction of immigration 

“The early completion of the Panama 
canal, however, will, without doubt, 
bring about a total change in the 
labor situation of the Pacific coast, 
both internally and with relation to 
other countries. It has already been 
calculated that immigrants from Eu- 
rope may be landed via the Panama 
canal at Pacific coast. seaports for a 
less sum than is required to pay the 
passage to inland points in states of 
the middle-west. It is to be remem- 
bered that the enormous fleets of 
foreign vessels which are in the immi- 
gration trade are seeking businesg the 
world over. In h single year, aided 
by the climate, the present Trans- 
Atlantic fleet could carry 500,000 
wage-workers from the southeast of 
Europe to the Pacific coast ports, 
while also transporting the average 
vearly number to the Atlantic coast 
ports. This is a mord than probable 
forthcoming condition to be faced by 
our fellow trade unionists of Wash- 
ington, Oregon and California,” 

Employers’ Liability Laws. 

In the Federation's fight for Employ- 
ers’ Liability and Workingmen’s Com- 
pensation laws, progressive’ legislation 
is reported from the states of Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey, New Hampshire, 
New York, Ohio, California, Florida, 
Illinois, Kansas, Vermont, Washing- 
ton and Wisconsin. The work of the 
commission, which has been hearing 
suggestions for federal laws, is highly 
commended and it is expected that 
some report will be made to the com- 


ing congress. 

The work of the Uniteg States bu- 
reau of mines in establishing mine 
rescue stations, is warmly commended, 
and the bill by Representative Sulzer. 
of New York, creating a gepartment of 
jabor in the federal government, is 
endorsed.

This fear seems idle to me 
for there will always be a demand for 
the one and two-dajys’ institute and it 
can serve a purpose which no other 
ggencs yet developed can do so eco- 
numically or so well. For example, it 
frequently. becomes necessary 
eormmonwealth to conduct a campaign 
in which the emphasis of a_ certain 
truth of fundamental importance is 
imperative. It is not intended that 
this shall be an educational campaign 
in the sense that systematic instruction

“A few vears ago cotton seed was a 
waste product throughout the south 
and was thrown into streams until in 
some instances the smaller ones were 
The chem- 
ists of our agricultural colleges and 
experiment stations found out present-' 
ly that these seed contained an edible 
oil, rivaling that of the olive, and a; 
meat so rich in nutriments that it sur- 
passeq any concentrate available for 
the nutrition of animals. When these 
facts became patent to all, the experi- 
ment stations demonstrating by feed- 
ing tests the value of the seed and our 
domestic science agencies establishing ' 
the food value of the oil, the institutes 
carried the truth to thousands of con- 
munities throughout the United States, 
the seed looked upon as a waste 
product is now worth more than $150,- 
000,000 annually to southern agricul- 
ture, 

“The institute platform of the future 
should include and emphasize most 
strenuously planks for better homes, 
crops and prices respectively. 

Educational Train, 

“Without good crops and reasonable | 
prices for the same, homes cannot be| 
developed, and therefore we should 
stress all knowledge which will place 
the farmer in a proper relation to na- 
ture, Those of us who have studied the 
Situation realize that several billion 
dollars escape the grasp of those who 
cultivate the soil each year. All of this 
wealth cannot be secured or preserved 
but much of it can be if the truths 
which science has revealed be brought 
within the grasp of the farmer in a 
graphic though sinple form. Can this 
be done?

“Recently business men have become 
aroused to the importance of educa- 
tion in the rural sections.

building up of a prosperous rural 
| community where an abundance of 
not only the necessities of life may be 


| Soadened, but those crops or animals, 


which have a momentary value mar- 
keted in such large quantities as to 
make it a specializeqd center of more 
than local reputation. If a city may 
build up the country surrounding it 
through a generous and wise spirit of 
co-operation with the  ferces. which 
make for rural] betterment, it is pos- 
sible that the cotton crop of a given 
county, for example, may be increased 
by 5,000 bales, 
represents $1,500,000. 

“Very effective assistance has been 
rendered our institute workers in 
Georgia in the organization and opera- 
tion of educational trains; the de- 
velopment of boys’ and girls’ club 
work; the holding of itinerant or 
traveling schools of agriculture, and 
in the inauguration of county fairs. In 
some instances farmers’ clubs have 
been organized in co-operation with 
the chambers of commerce and the 
services of men sought from the Col- 
lege of Agriculture who are capable 
of diagnosing farm troubles of that 
community and prescribing methods 
for their eorrection. In this connec- 
tion the railroads should be induced 
to go their share, which it may be 
said, judging from individual experi- 
ences, they are generally ready to do 
so. AS the campaign of education 
progresses it will be well to bring the 
clergyman, doctor and lawyer into co- 
operative relations with the move- 
ment. This can be done more easily 
than we sometinies imagine ang with 
most benign results. 

“We are all naturally interested in 
seeing agricultural instruction placed 
on a more eficient basis in our rural 
schools and in discovering the means 
by which the school and its life may 
be related more effectively to the 
home. In our own experience this 
has bdDeen more successfully accom- 
plishd by the organization of boys’ 
corn clubs and gir.isa’ canning elubsg 
than in any other way. Of all the 
plans yet inaugurated that of the boys’ 
and girls’ clubs is the most efficient 
as we see it. While the meetings
